Immunisations 

The  number  of  children  treated  under  tho  Council's  Scheme  was  £11  of  whom 
488  were  five  years  of  age  and  over,  b.ut  under  fifteen  -  and  423  were  under  five. 

The  percentage  of  those  immunised  is  37/o  under  five  years  of  age  and  79%  over  five, 
but  under  fifteen.  During  the  year,  tho  free  treAtment  of  immunisation,  already 
carried  out  at  the  schools  and  at  tee  family  Doctor's  Surgery,  was  extended  to  the 
children  attending  tho  Child  Welfare  Centre  Clinics  <to£the  County  CourJjioil*  There 
the  treatment  is  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  who,  at  some  centres, 
is  an  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer,  and,  at  others,  a  general  practitioner. 

In  a  recent  campaign  for  the  purpose  of  propaganda  urging  the  parents  to  protect 
their  children  against  Diphtheria,  slides  were  shown  at  the  two  Cinemas  in  the  area  - 
Alresford  and  Netley.'  Leaflets  were  distributed  and  propaganda  .was  much  assisted 
by  the  co-operation  of-  the  County  Council  and  County  Nursing  Association.  To  all 
those  parents  making  application  to  the-- Food  Office  for  Cod-Liver  Oil  and  Fruit  juice, 
a  personal  le  tter  was  sent  urging  tho  importance  of  having  their  children  immunised*
